It is indicated that while the adoption of modern methods was to 
oe understood, the main reason w’as simply a determined effort In go­ 
ing after business. Commenting on the reasons or types of policies given 
by manufacturers and trades for their successful record, the report say* 
that increased sales efforts and advertising policies were the most im­ 
portant; a number increased their advertising, with such characteriza­ 
tions as "aggressive’* and "careful." Other reasons
